Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention relates to dynamically configuring a multi-pipe pipeline 
system by selectively inserting auxiliary functions between core functions of the 
pipelines. The prior art cited disclose a similar systems and methods of 
reconfiguring pipelines by enabling and disabling processing stages/ elements 
within the pipeline, but does not expressly disclose, "each auxiliary element of 
the plurality of auxiliary elements being configured to be selectively coupled... to 
multiple pipelines of the plurality of pipelines and to be selectively coupled, 
within a selected pipeline of the multiple pipelines" [claim 1].
